$77,773 CLAIM ON. GUARANTEE 


Supreme Bench I 
County Court Can‘Recover From 
Officers of Closed Depository. 


The Dunklin County Court is en- 
titled to recover $77,773 from offi- 
cers and directors of the defunct 
Citizens Savings Bank of Kennett. 
Mo., who signed a bond guarantee- 


in the bank, Division No. 1 of the 
Missouri Supreme Court ruled to- 
day in affirming the judgment of 
the lower court. 

The bank, which was one of 
three depositories for Dunklin 
County funds, was closed July 16, 
1926 and is in liquidation. Its 
officers and directors signed it 
bond for $100,000 to guarantee 
county deposits in the bank.

Organization of a Boy Scout 
Press Club, for scouts interested in 
~newspaper work, is planned fér the 
“St. Louis Boy Scout Council by As- 
‘sistant Scoutmaster Gregg J. Puster 
of Troop 170. Puster, who lives at 
.$208 Gravois road, is one of the 
three Missouri members of the Boy 
Scout Press Association, a national 
organization of which the proposed 
lub would be a chapter. 

Five qualified members will be 
necessary before the club can ob- 
tain a charter from the association, 
qualification being limited to hold- 
“ers of the journalism merit badge

‘Scout publications. Lone Scout

A number of troops issue troop 
newspapers, but in most cases 
these are mimeographed. Printed 
papers meeting certain standards of 
content, size and typography are 
the only ones qualified for a char- 
ter. He hopes, however, for the 
club to start a printed paper, if 
only for distribution to troops who 
have members in the club. 

While definite plans for club ac- 
tivities are waiting on actual or- 
ganization, the group will probably 
take up such things as training 
members in newspaper and other 
writing, the “covering” of council 
events, assistance of troop scribes 
and troop reporters, and assistance 
of scouts attempting to qualify for 
the journalism merit badge.

The National Boy Scout Press 
Association sends a monthly bulle- 
tin, “The Scout Journalist,” to 
‘each member.

Floating Power. 

Floating power, the new type en- 
gine mounting which prevents pow- 
er shock, continues unchanged in 
general design or location just as 
introduced on the Plymouth car 
last year. For greater rigidity, the 
triangular bracket supporting the 
front rubber mounting has been 
omitted and the front cross mem- 
ber shaped to form an integral sup- 
port.

He alse said more batteries were 
ruined by being overcharged than 
undercharged. He suggested care- 
ful setting of car generators for 
this reason. He said the reason 
batteries frequently went dead in 
the winter was not always due to 


cold weather, but rather to the fact | 


that they had been overused and 
overcharged during the summer. 
Storage batteries, he sajd, were now 
giving 10 times the service that 
they did some years back, due to 
the addition to cars Of spotlights, 
fender lights, driving lights, cigar 
lighters, etc.

stant flow. The engine is of the 
90-degree V-type, developing 65 
brake horsepower at 3400 r. p. m. 
The 65-pound crankshaft is of the 
90-degree type, with its four cranks 
at right angles to cach other. 


The crankshaft is statically and 


dynamically balanced and its 
throws counterbalanced. The 
crankshaft, connecting rods and 


pistons also are in balance so that 
the engine operates with remarka- 
ble smoothness at all engine speeds. 
Pistons are of aluminum alloy and 
have three rings, the lower acting 
as an oOil-control ring. 

Cylinder blocks and crankcase are 
cast in one unit, giving exceedingly 
rigid engine construction. New 
type, one-piece valves, which elim- 
inate tappets, operate directly from 
the camshaft without pushrods. 

Connecting rods from opposite 
pistons are placed side by side on 
each 90-degree crankshaft throw. 
These are mounted on new floating 
steel bushings, babbitted inside and 
out which serve to give the bene- 
fit of the full crankpin bearing 
area to each connecting rod, thus 
affording longer wear. 

A cast aluminum cover over the 
intake manifold forms the top of 
the engine, giving it an unusually 
finished appearance. The down- 
draft carburetor and the. fuel 
pump are mounted on this cover. 

The gas is preheated in the in- 
take manifold by a hot spot created 
by hot exhaust gases surging back 
and forth through a small passage 
in the manifold cover plate. Ex- 
haust ports are on the outside of 
the engine blocks, the left exhaust 
pipe being carried around the front 
of the engine. — * 

The distributor operates directly 
from the front end of the cam- 
shaft, eliminating the use of inter- 
posed gears. Spark control is au- 
tomatic. Crankshaft and crank 
pin bearings are lubricated by pres- 
sure as are the main bearings of 
the camshaft. Pistons and valves 
are oiled by spray and splash. 

Riding Comfort Features. 

A fan of airpiane propeller type 
and two centrifugal water pumps 
together with the large surface of 
the radiator insure ample cooling 
under all driving conditions. 

The rugged new double-drop 
frame is formed to the shape of 
the body and, with the new low 
rear spring, provides a low center 
of gravity, with consequent increase 
in roadability. 

The riding. comfort of the cars is 
due to many factors, but particu- 


larly to the new flexible transverse 


een 


cantilever springs, larger tires, rub- 
ber insulation and the newly de- 
signed shock absorbers. 

Two new features have been in- 
corporated in the~Houdaille hy- 
draulic double-acting shock absorb- 
ers. One is a thermostat control 
which compensates for varying 
temperature conditions, and thé 
other, a special valve which; auto- 
matically lessens the effect of 
sudden road shocks. 

The Ford rear spring is of new 
design, being flatter and lower. It 
is mounted on perches at the rear 
of the axlé housing and bowed out 
so as to clear the differential hous- 
ing. 

The new brakes have a braking 
surface of 186 square inches. 

Wheels are 18 inches in diame- 
ter. The large hubs enclose the 
bolts which attach the wheel to 
the drum. There are 32 _ steel 
spokes, sharply pitched and elec- 
trically welded to the drop-center 
rim and hub shell, forming an un- 
usually strong unit. 

Tires are 18x5.25 inches. Each is 
balanced to prevent “tramping” or 
vibration at high speed. 

The drive is of the familiar Ford 
torque tube type, the drive shaft 
being of tubular construction.

UMAN problems are not the only 

ones which Soviet Russia is trying 

to solve these busy days. At Suchum, 

on the Black Sea, the government 

has established an ape park, and 

there it is endeavoring to learn the 

phychological secrets of the beasts 

which are closest to man in the evolutionary scale. 
The park is enclosed by a high wall. Except 
for this barrier to freedom, the animals are allowed 
to live in their natural state. This place in the 
Caucasus is sub-tropical, which tends to make their 
environment familiar—another point contributing to 
naturalness of behavior. No attempt is made to 
train the apes or impose any human culture upon 
them. The scientists at the park merely study them, 
observing their growth in body and mind and the 
way they act in a variety of situations. Some of 
these situations are specially created by the observ- 
ers as psychological tests, but the subjects’ reactions 
are dictated only by their simian brains, without 
prompting from human beings. Out of this research 
may come a clear conception of ape mentality—- 
conclusive evidence as to the possibilities and limi- 
tations of the man-like animals’ power of thought. 
A recent test is illustrated on this page. <A 
bunch of cherries was hung up, well out of reach 
of the animals to be tested. But close at hand were 
placed a table, two wooden stands and several bam- 
boo poles. The question was, would an ape be 
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able to figure out a way of using any of these articles 
to help him get the cherries. 

The experiment was conducted, at different times, 
with an orang-utan and with a chimpanzee... And 
both got the cherries, but each went about it in a 
different way. 

The orang-utan, when he found he couldn't 
reach the cherries by stretching his arm upward, 
took up one of the bamboo poles to see what he 
could do with its help. But he soon found he 
couldn't manage the pole well enough to use it 
effectively, so he dropped it. Then he put one 
stand on top of the other and stood on them. 


TILL he couldn't reach the prize hanging so 

tantalizingly above him. Seeing that the table 
was higher than a stand, the orang-utan dragged it 
into position and climbed on it to stretch an arm 
upward again. But he wasn't high enough yet. 
Finally, he conceived the idea of putting one of the 
stands on the table, and that solved the problem; 
standing on top of this structure he triumphantly 
seized the cherries. 

When the chimpanzee saw the fruit hanging 
above him, he set about the business of getting it 
much as did the orang-utan. He first found he 
couldn't reach the cherries standing on the ground, 
then took up one of the poles. But the pole was 
too short. He tried to overcome that by putting 
two together—without success, until he noticed that 
the poles were hollow at the end. After solemn

And how many millions have flowed 
out of Uncle Sam's treasury into the 
vasty depths of the stream up and 


down its whole length from St. Paul to 
New Orleans no one will ever know. 
l‘ifty years ago when Mark Twain re- 
‘turned to the river to gather data for 
“Life on the Mississippi,’’ the question 
of methods-——wing dams, leveés, reser- 
voirs, stone ballast on the banks and 
so forth-——-was hotly disputed. It was 
Mark’s opinion: 

“One who knows the Mississippi will 
promptly aver-—-not aloud, but to him- 
self—--that 10,000 river commissions, 
with the mines of the world at their 
back, cannot tame that lawless stream, 
cannot curb it or confine it, cannot say 
to it, ‘Go here, or ‘Go there,’ and 
make it obey; cannot save a shore 
which it has septenced ; cannot bar its 
path with an obstruction which it will 
not tear down, dance over and laugh 
ae.’ | 

Since that was written every meth- 
od then employed has been virtually 
abandoned and river enthusiasts and 
Government engineers alike have con- 
centrated their hopes on a system of 
dams, major and intermediate, the po- 
sition and number of the latter as yet 
undetermined. Even this scheme, vast 
und comprehensive as it is, meets with 
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the skeptical doubt of old-timers up 
and down, tte river. Those survivors 
who fought many battles with the Mis- 
sissippi in the days of the packets and 
the lumber rafts snort with contempt 
at the presumption of Government en- 
gineers. 

But they have never seen the scope 
and extent of this plan as it exists on 
blueprints in the Federal engineering 
offices here and in St. Louis. The 
dams, major and intermediate, are de- 
signed to create a stretch of water 700 
miles in length as placid as the Erie 
Canal, nine feet in the channel, regard- 
less of the season or the weather. 

The 26 major dams will all be of 
the roller type. These dams are not 
built flush with 
the bottom of 
the river. In 
appearance they 
resemble huge 
boilers, or cast- 
iron drum # 
an open 
slit in the cen- 
ter facing up- 
stream. There 
is a slight 
flange attached 
to this opening 
which is direct- 
ed toward the 
bottom of the 
river. ‘The sep- 
arate sections 
of this dam are 
to be installed 
between a. se- 
ries of great 
concrete piers, 
beginning at 
the locks on 
the Illinois 
shore and end- 
ing with the 
sea wall on the 
Towa shore. 

Each of the 
individual sec- 
tions can be

ered at the will of an operator who 
will be stationed in a control tower 
at one end of the dam. Built 
across the piers will be aé foot 
bridge and a railway track for a rail- 
way crane which will be used to lift 
out large logs:and other obstructions 
which lodge against the dam. The 
whole project, including the set of two 
locks, will cost $7,500,000, a sum 
made available by Congress more than 
a year ago. 

The first of the 26 dams was built 
here in order to do away at once with 
what are perhaps the most treacherous 
rapids in the upper river. Just above 
Rock Island there has been for a nuni- 
ber of years a set of locks around a 
stretch of rapids, but this did not re- 
move the obstruction’ of the lower 
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Sketch, showing how completed dam at Rock Island will look.

dividual or company in Manhattan— 
required about 50 different negotia- 
tions, which were carried on with such 
honor by the 42 men and women in 
the compact of secrecy that the proj- 
ect remained a mystery for more than 
three years. 

It was well known that some great 
undertaking was in progress because 
the neighborhood swarmed with real 
estate agents seeking to purchase ti- 
tles.

During the entire period Mr. French 
himself didn’t dare visit the re- 
gion for fear that if he were seen 
in the neighborhood the secret of 
all the real estate activity would be 
guessed. 

Although present plans call for an 
expenditure in the neighborhood of 
$50,000,000, it is possible that much 
more than this sum will be spent in 
developing the district. Planned dur- 
ing the boom era, the project was orig- 
inally three times as great as it is to- 
day. It was to cost $150,000,000 and 
was to accommodate 30,000 persons. 
The very high price of real estate, fol- 
lowed by the stringency of the money 
market, caused a curtailment of the 
original plans. 

Since then, however, the general de- 
flation has markedly affected real 
estate values, and there is a great like- 
lihood that the present area of 15 
acres will be enlarged before the pro)- 
ect is completed. Already the im- 
provement inaugurated by Mr. French 
and his associates has attracted other 
builders and investors to the neigh- 
borhood, with the result that even the 
district not directly included in Knick- 
erbocker Village, but adjoining it, will 
see striking renovation and improve- 
ment.

WINONA FALLS 


Twenty-Seventh of a Series of Art Objects Being Given 
a Special Showing at the St. Louis Art Museum. 


HIS painting by Alexander 
Wyant is the twenty-seventh in a 
series of maaterpieces which are 
being prominently displayed at 
the City Art Museum by Director 
Meyric Rogers. Each week one 
of the museum's rarest treasures 
is placed in the alcove to the left of the en- 
trance. Each masterpiece will be reproduced 
in the Sunday Magazine of the Post-Dispatch, 
with an accownt by museum authorities of 
its history. The complete series will serve 
as an ercellent guide to the most preciou: 
possession of the city's museum. The story 
of the painting follows: 


In common with that of most other 
painters, the earlier work of Alexander 
Wyant (1836-1892) presents many differ- 
ences in style from his later productions. 
In Wyant’s case, a physical disability 
forced him to paint his later pictures with 
the left hand, and this probably intensified 
the variation of manner produced by a de- 
veloping personality. His earlier works, 
painted under the influence of Hans Gude 
and characterized by the careful drawing 
and finish of the Dusseldorf school, are 
thus in marked contrast to the more at- 
mospheric and subjective landscapes of his 
maturity. 

The painting, ‘‘Winona Falls,’ which has 
been selected for this week's exhibit, clear- 
ly falls within the earlier group of Wyant's 
work, and was doubtless executed before 
1873. The meticulous attention to detail, 
the unvarying emphasis of form and the 
warm, brown underpainting are all: evi- 
dences of the early origin of the picture 
and its connection with the Dusseldorf tra- 
dition. 

The German painters and their Ameri- 
can followers were essentially topograph- 


ica! draftsmen, vying with the camera in 
minuteness‘and accuracy of form. The ac- 
cepted method of producing a painting was 
to develop the entire composition in trans- 
parent washes of warm color. Over this 
monochrome picture the cooler local col- 
ors were applied, care being exercised to 
preserve the original drawing. The evi- 
dences of this method in the present paint- 
ing are clearly visible in the warm under- 
tone, on which has been superimposed the 
cool greens of grass and leaves, the opaque 
white of foaming water and the highlights 
upon the stones. Wyant's rendition of all 
these details is marked by drawings of no 
small distinction, by accurate and careful 
observation, and by harmonious colors. 


HE limitations of an art of this char- 
acter, which emphasizes the literal 
aspects of nature, are sufficiently ob- 
vious. It does not permit the artist to ex- 
press his emotioal reactions by any pro- 
ceas of selection or emphasis, and hence 
must depend largely for its interest upon 
the skill of the painter in choosing and 
accurately depicting an attractive scene. 
In spite of this shortcoming in his early 
work. which Wyant was later to transcend, 
he has produced in ‘Winona Falls” a 
painting of great beauty. With a fond- 
ness for nature which amounted almost to 
a passion, Wyant has chosen with unerring 
taste a scene of great natural beauty and 
has set himself down to patiently re- 
produce rather than to interpret. His 
yersion misses many of the facts of light 
and mass as we now understand them, but 
it achieves a verity of external form and a 
consistent harmony of tone which are suf- 
ficient to recreate in the spectator’s mind 
something of the intense joy that the artist 
himself found in the scene.
